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The (lilt-mma which ihe Democratic 


party faces at San I'rnncisco is not pri- 
marily one of a candidate. 
Neither is 


it the wording of a platform. These are 
important matters, but they are seconda- 
ry to the main difficulty, which is 
psy- 


chological. The tide of public opinion is 
against the Democratic parly. 
That is 


the sum and substance of the situation. 
It lias been in power now for nearly eight 
years. Its achievements in certain phas- 
es of administration and legislation are 
of a high order, and they will receive in- 
creased recognition with the passing of 
years. The federal reserve bank will al- 
ways rank as one of the greatest reforms 
in the history of the country. Woman 
suffrage comes about during this period 
and likewise prohibition. The two 
lat- 


ter changes were not essentially Demo- 
cratic accomplishments, for both propo- 
sitions had inherently greater strength 
with the Republicans, but the adminis- 
tration both profits and suffers from the 
results. The war was successfully 
con- 


ducted—wonderfully so—and the states- 
manship surrounding it, regardless of the 
attacks of politicians, is assured a place 
with the best America has produced. 


On the other hand, domestic conditions 


have not been satisfactory. 
Congress 


has fallen far short of meeting the exi- 
gencies of peace, and it gave many pain- 
ful exhibitions of incompetently during 
the war. 
The country suffers from ab- 


normal conditions and that must neces- 
sarily create dissatisfaction. The public 
is influenced chiefly by things which 
come closest to it. The high cost of liv- 
ing is more apt to concern it than the 
league of nations. The breaking down of 
transportalion and the industrial 
com- 


plications have had an adverse effect. 
Perhaps the administration is less to 
blame for what the people complain of 
than is charged up against it, but that 
does not make any difference. 
It must 


take Ihe consequences just the same for 
whatever is creating popular discontent, 
and this burden is augmented by the na- 
tural distrust of Democratic ability to 
give the country constructive business 
administration. 
The Democratic party 


came into power partly through disgust 
for Republican recreancy and reaction, 
but probably to a grealer extent through 
the personality of Woodrow Wilson. The 
president has been the source of its 
strength, for he has monopolized the 
stage completely. Without him there is 
not much to fall back upon. 


Mr. Cox may be nominated at San 


Francisco. Mr. McAdoo may receive the 
honor despite his withdrawal. 
Carter 


Glass might even be named, for he is a 
strong and capable man. But it is not go- 
ing lo make a great deal of difference 
who is nominated. 
There is not suffi- 


cient prestige in the name of any candi- 
date, or of any leader who is not a can- 
didate, to in itself overcome the load 
which is oppressing the party. 


This is true also of the platform. Much 


may be made of the league of nations 
and the peace treaty, and \\ith the best of 
argument, but like the candidate I!',' 
platform 
in 
itself 
is not of 
enough 


strength lo offset the prejudice against 
the party. 
A wet plank would swing 


many voles, particularly in New York. 
Ohio and a few other slates, but it \\oiild 
also lose many votes, and the convention 
will hardly have the courage to run coun- 
ter to the national currents on this ques- 
tion. 


There is only mild interest in Ihe nom- 


inee and in the platform, less interest, 
we think, than in Ihe lU-publiean conven- 
tion, and ils proceedings. 
The Demo- 


crats, regardless of whom they select as 


' their presidential candidate or what they 


lay down as their declaration of faith, 
enter the campaign at a serious disad- 
vantage, the disadvantage of unpopulari- 
ty. Yet it is possible that this handicap 
might he overcome.

es which naturally are gravitating in his 
direction. 
As the situation stands. Wil- 


son is still the big hope of the Democrats, 
not of course as its nominee, but as its 
champion and defender, and if his health 
can stand the strain he will prove a for- 
r!!id:s!?!e factor. 


WOMKX LIKELY TO \VL\ 


The Democrats are planning to steal a 


march on the Republicans on woman's 
suffrage, 
(lov. Roberts of Tennessee has 


wired President Wilson that he will call 
a special session of the legislature lo pass 
on ratification of the suffrage 
amend- 


ment. The governor says he is heartily 
in favor of ratification and will do all in 
his power lo secure favorable legislative 
action. If Tennessee ratifies it will mean 
the formal adoption of the amendment 
giving women throughout the United 
States the national franchise and will 
permit them to vote in all stales for presi- 
dent this year. The vote of but one state 
is needed to put the amendment through. 
Various legislatures early in the year 
turned the proposal down, and there has 
been grave doubt whether the needed 
ratification by one additional state could 
be obtained in lime for the November 
election.

amendment, but 
it was immediately 


pointed out 
when the platform 
was 


adopted that the real way to secure that 
action was through the calling of a legis- 
lature in special session to pass upon the 
question.

ratification or have not voted, and there 
are also Democratic stales in the same 
position. 


There are a great many women who 


are anxious to have the privilege of vot- 
ing for president this year. Naturally 
there will be some advantage to the 
par- 


ly which is chiefly instrumental in 
hav- 


ing the right conferred. 
It is obvious 


that this is the purpose of the governor 
of Tennessee in calling the legislature of 
tiiat state in special session. The Demo- 
crats hope to capitalize the stroke at the 
polls. 


Just how much benefit is likely to ac- 


crue to the party which may lay claim to 
having completed ratification of the suf- 
frage amendment is debatable. Perhaps 
it will not amount to a great deal, for it 
is hardly probable that women will mani- 
fest appreciation in that manner. 
The 


most of them who vole will do so under 
influences or convictions which would 
exclude the consideration of gratitude. 
However, Ihe significant fact is thai Ihe 
pressure of Ihe political situation was 
too great for both parlies lo hold out 
against ratification. One or both of them 
was morally certain to weaken and the 
Democrats arc the first to capitulate. If 
Tennessee should reject the amendment 
we may expect to see a call from a Re- 
publican governor follow promptly. In- 
deed, we may have such a call immedi- 
ately in an effort to nose the Democrats 
out of the credit. 
Where 
ratification 


comes from is of less importance- than 
when it comes, but in all probability it 
will be brought about in time for the elec- 
tion.

"Great areas of the grazing lands 


of the southwest are lying idle this 
season for lack of cattle to use them." 
he said. "In parts of the southwest, 
especially in the rause country, an 
automobile can travel for a day with- 
out seeing a single head. It is estim- 
ated that 25 per cent of the cattlemen 
of Kansas have gone broke owing to 
the slump in live cattle prices during 
the 0ast eighteen months. These men 
have quit the business temporarily, at 
ledet, and are letting their grass lands 
lie idle. The state board of agricul- 
ture estimates a 30 per cent shortage 
in the cattle population of the state.
